The Locomotive 


The steam locomotive is here to stay at least for a consid- 


erable length of time. Tfiis was the concensus of opinion 
among railway men attending the convention of the American 
Railway .Association at Atlantic City when it was announced 


• that no satisfactory substitute has been proposed for the steam 


engine, the steaming "iron horse." 


The association scouts reports that the locomotive is losing 


• its "vitality", or, in other words, becoming -inefficient in the 
face of present day demands. Nothing could be further from 
the truth, ihe railway men aver. But, theyadmit, physical limi- 
tations have been-closely approached. ThTgreatest impfove- 


• ments of the future will be perfecting" certain parts of the en- 
gine and increasing its utility as an efficient power plant. 


^Usually when the scope of possible improvement is reduced, 


it is said that life is limited, speaking in a mechanical sense, of 
course.-Science moves too rapidly toward better substitutes 
and toward perfection. It does not stand still for fear of of- 
fending some old institution. Does not this latter statement of 
the railway men somewhat weaken the earlier contention and 
indicate, that after all, the steam locomotive is here for just as 
long as nothing appears on the horizon to take its place, - 


"Skip stop" 


New York" surface-cars are trying out the "skip,stop" sys- 


tem, by which cars bound in one direction, only stop at odd 
numbered streets and cars in the other direction stop at even 
numbered streets. That makes just half the number of usual 


'obligatory stops. 


The idea is expedition. Street car patrons have to walk a 


little farther butlhey make up for it in the added speed of the 
car. 


This plan has been used for many years in some other Am- 


erican cities, and has been found generally satisfactory. Besides 
saving the car riding public considerable time, -on long rides, 
it enables a trolley company to give better service by. getting 
more frequent trips out of the same number of cars. Or else 


• it enables the company, by getting along with-fewer cars, to 
.reduce fares. The idea seems worth trying anywhere. 


Asleep on the Rails 


- One of the greatest troubles the Japanese have had in Korea 


, has been with the prosperity of the Koreans for obstructing 


• railway traffic. Not that the natives have made any deliberate 


effort at obstruction. But they simply'will not keep off 'the 
tracks, using the rails for pillows. Then, when the train de- 
capitates the sleepers, their relatives dig "up the tracks for re- 
venge. 


That is a good illustration of what is wrong witlfthe Ko- 


• reans, and why Japan is dominant in their country. In modern 
.times they have been asleep on the tracks.
